BERLIN, Aug. 25.—In the Bis- 


marek room of the cChancellory 
was begun today the most bitter 
struggle since the armistice, with 
the eventual fate of Europe hang- 
ing on the final decision of the 
German Cabinet. The decision will 
lead Europe forward into safe eco- 
nomic reconstruction, or back into 
the old bitter hatreds and nations 
armed against one another which 
can only mean war in the future. 

It is still too early to predict 
which way the pendulum § will 
swing, because the forces in Ger- 
many for and against a security 
agreement are too evenly matched. 


FAOCTIONS DIFFER 


On one side are the modernists 
of German politics who see in the 
French answer to Berlin's security 
note something which can be 
movided and shaped, and which 
through international compromise 
can be made into a workable 
agreement. On the other side are 
those who visualize always the de- 
feat of the nation which had 
hoped to dictate Europe's policies 
and in the definite Frer answer 
they only see the results of the de- 
feat served up in a different sauce.

SHALE OIL FUEL SOURCE 


Vast Deposits More Valuable for Steam Engines 
Than as Gasoline Base; Profits Dictate Use

Throughout the indus‘ry the 
tendency to increase the yield of 
gasoline from petroleum is calling 
for a wider use of cracking proc- 
esses. Particularly its this true east 
of the Rocky Mountains, where the 
refiners are now cracking fuel oil 
to obtain gasoline. This opera- 


fuel oil available, although at pres- 
ent there is no appreciable effect 
on the fuel oil market. Over the 
long term of years, however, the

Because of its sulphur content, the 
shale oll is better adapted for com- 
mercial purposes than the fuel oil 
extracted from natural petroleum. 
although the present price of the 
fuel oil now on the market out- 
weighs the efficiency pf the oll pro- 
duced from shale. The research 
experts have carefully studied this 
question, and even have definite 
ideas of the price at which it will 
‘become advantagéous to manufac- 
ture fuel oil from shale. 


PRICE EQUIVALENT SET 


On this point, the factor of trans- 
portation has an important bear- 


ing. It is calculated that at some- 
where around $2 a barrel for 
natural fuel oil. it will become 


profitable to exploit the shale beds 
in California, near to the centers of 
consumption. At about $2.50 a 
barrel, it is expected that the beds, 
in Colorado, Utah and Nevada will 
come into the purview of the refin- 
ing companies. When this activity 
will begin the experts are unwill- 
ing to forecast, for the rise of fuel 
oll from present levels between 
$1.25 and $1.50 depends on a 
number of variable factors. 

Before the companies turn to 
the mining of the shale beds, they 
will look for a definite stabiliza- 
tion of the petroleum industry. 
Plants necessary to treat the shale 
requires a tremendous investment, 
and any developments tending to 
lower the price of fuel oil would 
render these investments practical- 
ly valueless. } 

Of course, as the research in 
shale oil has shown, it is possible 
to refine gasoline from the shale 
deposits and it may become prof- 
itable some time’ in the future to 
divert the shale to that purpose. 
The extensive shale deposits in the 
United States are a guarantee 
against a gasoline famine if the 
underground petroleum supply is 
ever totally exhausted, but before 
that time comes the best opinion 
is that the cracking of fuel oll for 
gasoline will impel the wide use 
of shale oil to remedy the deficiency 
in the supply of oil for steam fuel 
purposes. And also, ti is possible 
that some process may be discov- 
ered to manufacture gasoline 
cheaply from shale oll. 3 


LIFE ESTIMATED

Mine Begins Shipment of 
Five Hundred Tons 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

AVALON (Catalina) Aug. 25.— 
Following an arrangement between 
William Wrigley, Jr., owner of 
Catalina Island, and Herbert Sal- 
Inger, representing one of the larg- 
est Belgian smelters, 500 tons of 
zinc-carrying ore is being shipped 
from the Mt. Black Jack mine this 
week. The ore is hauled four 
tiles from the summit of the 
mountain to Landing. 
where a new, pier for the handling 
of the ore has just been com- 
pleted. The ore is shipped via 
barges operated by the Wilmington 
Transportation Company directly 
to the smelter of the Belgian con- 
cern at Berkeley, where the zinc 
concentrates are extracted. The 
ore is then reshipped to the Ameri- 
can Smelting Company at Selby for 
its silver and lead values. 

Although emphatically declaring 
that the development of the min- 
ing possibilities of Catalina is only 
for the purpose of exploration of 
the mineral deposits found on the 
island, Mr. Wrigley consented to 
the present large shipment of ore 
on ®eing advised by Mr. Salinger 
of the great need of Belgium for 
zinc, made urgent through the 
passing by Parliament of an act 
prohibiting the shipment from the 
British Empire of zinc-carrying | 
ore. Mr. Wrigley states that he 
has no intention of developing the 
mining possibilities on Catalina for 
either commercial or exploifition 
purposes, but will only ship min- 


erals if there ts a national need, 
especially in the United Statés.

PARAGRAPHS 
Few New High Spots Dot 
List at Close of 
Trading

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—There 
was missing today from the stock 
market much of the spectacular 
which had been so pronounced in 
the recent past. For a time at 
least, a halt appeared to have been 
called, although this did not cover 
the entire list in which a few new 
high spots were located and made 
to shine out as speculative bea- 
cons. Returns from the Pacifics 
did not fully measure up to expec- 
tations for July as both Southern 
and Union Pacific presented ex- 
hibits for that period. There was 
no let- up in the enthusiasm toward 
the carriers, as a whole, however, 
and the predictions for class-one 
roads as a group leaned toward 
the belief in improvement to be 
revealed. Industrial conditions 
were but little changed, with the 
possible exception of further re- 
ductions in gasoline prices. Money 
stiffened, but the rise was not un- 
expected. ‘Specialty stocks did 
their bit, and among them 8. 8. 
Kresge performed for a new rec- 
ord price at 640, the luxmry stock 
of the Ust. Mathiesson Alkali hit 
a new peak which strongly sav- 
ored of dividend attention from 
the board. Its earnings, approxi- 
mately $5 for the first half of the 
year, warranted a payment; in fact, 
assertions that dividerds would be 


officially made to the writer. 


Up AGAIN 

The renewal rate for cail money 
was the highest in some days, but 
‘before the stotk market session 
had progresse 1 far funds were ad- 
vanced from 4 1-4 to 4 1-2 per 
cent. Beyond the approach of 
September and the usual need of 
funds for disbursements, due at 
that time. the street knew of noth- 
ing which would occasion even the 
slightest ripple in the money mar- 
ket. 


MEETING COMPETITION 
That the gasoline war was 


spreading for afield was demonstra- 
ted in price cuts inaugurated in 
western territory. Two of the 
Standard group re named as 
having cut their schedules, and 
this was to.meet competition from 
independents in much the same 
manner as the New Jersey com- 
pany and the New York concern 
were engaged in combatting the 
invasion of their territory by gas- 
oline brought in from the Pacific 
Coast. Even in the street, where 
a spade ordinarily would be cailed 
by that name, it was not quite 
understandable why the gasoline 
from independent sources should 
be termed “bootleg” product. The 
use of that word generally con- 
jured up something unlawful, but 
the shipment of surplus gasoline 
from leading California’ producers 
could by no stretch of the tmagina- 
tion be so considered. It was the 
opinion of well-posted oil men that 
the era of price-cutting in gaso- 
line was effective in that varying 
margin between tank-wagon and 
tank-car quotations. That it had 
been too wide a margin was the 
frequent suggestion, and a stabil- 
ization of the price whereby the 
ultimate consumer might be as 
sured of a more or less steady 
level for purchasing his require- 
ments might prove a boon for 
the industry as a whole. 


MAKING GOOD 
Everything that had been fore- 
cast for the North American com- 
pany appeared to have been borne 
out in fact by the official statement 
covering the fiscal period ended 
at mid-year. Steady expansion 
had its recompense in record rev- 
enues an‘ these in turn were trans- 
lated into earnings never before 
approached. The dividend policy 
adopted by the management, at 
first occasioning expressions of 
skepticism in the street, were 
deemed to have been a step in the 
right direction. 


STIRRING UP PROSPECTS 

In a search of the utility list for 
merger prospects, as yet showing 
but little if any market apprecia- 
tion, Georgia Railway and Power 
was hit upon as a likely candidate.

In Georgia Peter personally directed the 
massacre of 25,000 men, women and chil- 
dren, being ordered to do so by Stalin, the 
former Georgian bandit, who is now the 
leading spirit of sovietism. Stalin, on re- 
turning to Georgia last year, became furt. 
ous when he found that the old social and 
commercial regime had survived there and 
the massacre was the result of his fury. 
After this bloody affair Peter massacred 
10,000 people at Tiflis and Batum and exiled 
50,000 to Siberia, 


It is the employment of such a butcher 
as Peter to carry on his reckless punitive 
policy that leads students of Rusé#ian affairs 
to believe that Stalin proposes to continue 
his rule by terrorist methods of the worst 
order by means of the ever-vigilant Cheka, 
though the namie of that seourge has 
been changed to State Political Police. 
Until the recent appointment of Pe 
ter, the Painter, the official head of the 
organization was M. Djerjinski, who is said 
to have been responsible for 100,000 per- 
sons being tortured to death during and 
after the Russian revolution. Naturally 
enough, after all this bloody work in fur- 
thering the aims of sovietism, Djerjinski 
went completely insane the other day and 
was taken off his joyless job. But in the 
matter of madness he would seem to rank 
with Peter and his saturnine employer, 
Stalin, for a crazier way of dealing with 
people in order to subject them to political 
rule than that under which these officials 
are working hardly could be found in all 
the world's annals. 


Good of some sort generally can be dis- 
covered in the results of almost any polit- 
ical. system, however harsh or crude, but 
one looks in vain for the good results of 
sovietism, though that system finds an oc- 
casional apologist in the American press— 
some Red editor who complacently over- 
looks the fact that the people of Russia 
have been impoverished by soviet rule, that 
the government is more corrupt and relent- 
less than that of any Czar and that the 
whole moral tone of the country has been 
infinitely lowered. 


If one looks at Petrograd alone one sees 
how idleness and poverty have taken the 
heart out of Russia. Before the war that 
city, then known as St. Petersburg, had a 
population of over 2,000,000 and was busy 
and prosperous. Today, with only a little 
over 600,000 people, it is in a state of de- 
cay. Its factories are idle, poverty is every- 
where. It is described by Stanley High es 
a city of deserted houses, broken windows 
and rats—rats everywhere. No city in 
the world today,” says Mr. High, “is more 
frayed out in appearance and down-at-the 
heels in spirit.” From the desperate city 
one goes to the desperate country. Every- 
where the people are listless and without 
hope. A continuation of the rule of terror 
will result In even worse conditions. The 
golden dream of sovietism has turned out 
a horrible nightmare. 


RICELESS ISOLATION | 

Almost stone deaf for many years, 
Thomas A. Edison remains so by deliberate 
choice when a comparatively simple opera- 
tion might restore his hearing. This state- 
ment, made recently by the great inventor's 
wife, should give noisy people something 
to think about, for it is because of then 


advance above the jungle. No mother of that he makes what many will deem his 


strange preference for isolation from a 
world of clang, clatter and babble. 


People of good hearing pity the dexf. 
They think of them as shut out from the 
sweet blessings of social intercourse. Few 
ever would dream that deafness in some 
cases is a boon and that one of these cases 
is Edison's. Offered the chance of restored 
hearing by a great surgeon and with an ap- 
pointment made for him by his wife, the 
electrical wizard would not consent to the 
operation. He said he had a lot of impor- 
tant work to do and could do it better if 
not subjected to frequent interruptions by 
people who had thing of importance to 
communicate. In his silent world he could 
concentrate and get something done. 

“T have learned,” he explained, “to think 
by being shut away from sound and confu- 
sion. And I have a lot more thinking to do 
before I die. If they fix up my ear I'll have 
to do it all over again. I haven't the time 
to lose.” 

This is a sad commentary on the present 
age, but it would have been equally true, if 
it contain any truth, of other times than 
ours. It was one of the afflictions of the 
ancient Job that he had to listen to those 


(who “darkened council by words without 


knowledge.“ Over three centuries ago Mon- 
taigne bewailed the existence of so many 
“loose-tongued idiers.” 
that England would “go down in babble,” 
and Whittier complained of “the harsh 
noises of our day.” And jazz bands and 
saxophone sextets had no existence in any 
of those times. 

But, despite all the chatterboxes, the 
child wonders who can almost play the 
plano, the muffler, cut-outs, the honkings of 
moron motorists, the raucous shriek of the 
police patrol, ambulance and fire-wagon si-

Fruit production in California is in- 
creasing while fruit consumption is barely 
holding its own, a condition of affairs not 
at all satisfactory to this large and im- 
portant State industry. To find a remedy 
for this relative shortage in the demand 
for good fresh fruit a campaign has been 
launched from the Watsonville Chamber of 
Commerce to set forth the advantages of 
fresh fruit as a leading article of diet and 
to encourage a more general consumption 
of this health-supplying food. 1 
Prominent business men, bankers, fruit 
packers and orchardists attended this 
meeting and outlined a tentative plan to 
work, through the chambers of commerce 
in each important section of California to 
popularize the eating of all varieties of 
fruit through personal appeals, printed lit- 


licity. 


The end aimed at is a com able one, 
not so much for the benefit it may bring to 


marked effect it will have, if successful, on 
the health of the whole community. As 
Perry Buckley said, in presiding over this 
meeting, the question to be met is not one 
of overproduction but of under consumption. 
A normal demand for fruit once estab- 
lished no surplus need be feared by the 
orchardist, however great the number of 
acres planted to fruit trees. For the use 
of fresh fruit, when properly understood, 
is the easiest answer to the desire for 
health. And the desire for health is limit- 
less. 
It should not be a hard task to bring the 
consumption of fruit up to normal. If 
every man, woman and child in the United 
States ate the normal amount of fruit 
every day that his bodily health called for, 
the leading question before the California 
fruit growers would soon be one of under- 
production and a vast new stream of energy 
would be unloosed in the State to keep the 
supply from fagging behind the omnipreva- 
lent demand. 

Doctors, hygienists, nerve and brain ex- 
perts, psychologists, even morality teachers, 
have long recognized the value of fresh fruit 
for building a sound mind in a sound body 
and keeping both in repair, in best condition 
to withstand the wastage and ravages of 
time. People who subsist largely on fruit 
have fair and kindly dispositions as well as 
clear brains and a charming personality— 
because the organs of digestion and the 
agencies of nutrition are working smoothly 
and subconsciously. 

When the power of ripe, sound fruit to 
promote strong, sound health is recognized 
by every one desirous of this priceless 


population—the next gathering to deal with 
this subject will be held by city dwellers, 
not to boost consumption but to advertise 
the need for more production, ahd possibly 
to offer a bonus to every California orchard- 
ist who will increase the acreage set to 
fruit trees.

Mts. Robert Strong Laid 
to Rest After Services in 
Pasadena 


Funeral services for Mrs. Robert 
Strong, 86 years of age, of Pasa- 
dena, at the chapel of Turner and 
Stevens, North Marengo avenue, 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning, 
closed another chapter of pioneer 
history in Southern California.

Postal Suspects

Auto Used in Escape Said to

The license number giver 
was registered to a man living on 
South Main street, Los Angeles, it 
was stated. 


DEATH EXPECTED 

While the man hunt for the two 
bandits was in progress, rep 
from Santa Ana Valley Houpitat 
were that Campbell had but a 
short time to live. Physicians in 
attendance declared that his lite 
was ebbing ps from the jagged 
gash in his skull, left there by a 
slug fired by the bandit through the 
transom of the car. 

Many citizens sought to aid the 
officers in the chase yesterday and 
increased activity was expected to 
follow the posting of a 15000 re- 
ward yesterday for the capture 
dead or alive of the two bandits.

Assistant County Forester Ken- 
nedy, in charge of¥investigations, 
reported that the surveying crew 
was working in the canyon at an 
almost tnaccessible spot.

It 
was the inaccessibility of the place 
that made it practically impossible 
to get at the fire and fight it when 
it was small.
